Spreading Out In Saxony. 


Berlin, Oct. 23.— The very existence 


of the German republic is believed to 


be in immediate danger, if the break 
up is not already under way. 


The spreading of the revolt in the 
Rhineland; the stubborn separatism 
of Bavaria; 
red terror and 
actual 
fighting between the troops and com­ 
munists in Suxfmy, and rumors of a 
communist uprising in Berlin— these 
are the elements which confront a be­ 
wildered and panicky people and a 
helpless, divided government. 
The most serious situation is be­ 
lieved to exist in 
the 
Khineland, 
where the separatists who proclaimed 
a Rkenish republic have spread their 
activities from Aix la ( hapelle, which 
they 
captured Sunday, to Mayence 
and Coblenz (former American head­ 
quarter«, Bonn, Duerren and 
other 
tOW !M. 
The government feels helpless to 
intervene because of trouble in the 
zone of occupation. 
The cabinet has 
protested to France against its action 
in disarming the security police in 
the face of the on-marching separat­ 
ists. 
The government can only hope ; 
for the best from the German author­ 
ities on the spot. 
Encouraged by the report« of par­ 
tial failure of the separatists in vari­ 
ous towns and the determination of 
the Aix la Chapelle police to drive 
the separatists out, as communicated 
by the Belgian occupational authori­ 
ties, Berlin has not lost all hope. 
Berlin is convinced, however, that 
France and Belgium are back of the 
movement, which was timed to coin­ 
cide with the excitement of the Ba­ 
varian break and the stoppage of gov­ 
ernment support to the workers of 
the Kuhr lndu«tries. 
Meanwhile the cabinet has decided 
upon a plan to smooth over the dif­ 
ferences 
with 
Bavaria. 
Dictator 
Stresemann seeks to steer a middle 
course, convinced that 
sending 
an 
armed force 
against 
Bavaria would 
precipitate a bloody civil war. 
Ba­ 
varia, although stubbornly maintain­ 
ing her claim that she acted constitu­ 
tionally, also seeks some mode of 
compromising, providing she can get 
all she wants, especially the restora­ 
tion of her former “ reserved rights,” 
which she possessed under the empire 
and which included separate army, 
posts and railways. 
Little bloodshed 
was reported 
in 
the wide movement for the establish­ 
ment of the Rhine republic, the most 
serious» clash occurring when the se­ 
cessionist troops marched into May­ 
ence. 
Two casualties wnre reported 
by the separatists. 
The reichswehr 
troops, spreading 
out 
in 
Saxony, 
occupied 
Leipzig, 
Chemnitz, Plauen and Meissen. 
In 
Meissen the troops, shot at from the 
railroad station,, returned the 
fire, 
wounding several.

The details were made public by 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon and 
were said to have the approval of 
President Coolidge as furnishing the 
fullest means of co-operation with the 
states.

Because of the ab undance of protein 
in alfalfa and the shortage of sugars 
and starches, it; Is b ard tc make really 
first class alfalfa silage.

souri station, however, they found that 
if care was taken, a fairly good grade 
of silage could b e made our of alfalfa. 
The Important thing was to let the al­ 
falfa dry enough so that at the time 
nf putting it into the silo it contained 
30 to 4F> per rent of dry matter When 
it contains more water than this, it 
seems to make a sloppy , foul-smelling 
silage- 
The b est plan seems to b e to 
let the crop lie in the swath for a few 
hours after mowing until it is well 
wilted, b ut not dry .

Berlin, Oct. 23.— The very existence 


of the German republic is believed to 


be in immediate danger, if the break 


up is not already under way. 


The spreading of the revolt in the 


Rhineland; 
the stubborn separatism 
of Bavaria; 
red terror and 
actual 


fighting between the troops and com­ 
munists in Saxony, and rumors of a 
communist uprising in Berlin — these 
are the elements which confront a be­ 
wildered and panicky people and a 
helpless, divided government. 
The most serious situation is be­ 
lieved to exist in 
the 
Rhineland, 
where the separatists who proclaimed 
a Rkenish republic have spread their 
activities from A il la Chapelle, which 
they 
captured 
Sunday, to M ay once 
and Coblenz (form er Am erican head­ 
quarters, Bonn, LKierren and 
other 
tow; *». 
The government feels helpless lo 
intervene because of trouble in the 
zone of occupation. 
The cabinet has 
protested to France against its action 
in disarming the set urity police in 
the face of the on-marching separat­ 
ists. 
The government can only .ope 
for the best from the German author­ 
ities o*i the spot. 
Encouraged by the reports of par­ 
tial failure of the separatists in vari­ 
ous towns and the determination of 
the Aix la Chapelle police to drive 
the separatists out, as communicated 
by the Belgian occupational authori­ 
ties. Berlin has not lost all hope. 
Berlin is convim cd, however, thai 
France and Belgium are back of the 
movement, which was timed to coin­ 
cide w'ith the excitement of the Ba­ 
varian break and the stoppage of gov­ 
ernment support to the workers of 
the Buhr industries. ’ 
Meanwhile the cabinet has decided 
upon a plan to smooth over the dif 
ferences 
with 
Bavaria. 
Dictator 
Strosemann seeks to steer a middle 
course, convinced that 
sending 
an 
armed force 
against 
Bavaria would 
precipitate a bloody civil war. 
B a­ 
varia, although stubbornly m aintain­ 
ing her claim that she acted constitu­ 
tionally, also seeks some mode of 
compromising, providing she can get

Be Made Out of Alfalfa

Because of the abundance of protein 
j in alfalfa and the shortage of sugars 
and starches, it Is burd tc make really 
first-class alfalfa silage. 
At the Mis­ 
souri station, however, they found til ut 
lf care was taken, a fairly gootl grade 
of silage could be made out of alfalfa. 
The Important thing was to let the al­ 
falfa dry enough so that at the time 
of putting It into the silo it contained 
30 to 4f» per cent of dry matter. When 
It contains more water thun this, it 
seems to make a sloppy, foul-smelling 
silage- 
The best plan seems to be to 
let the crop lie in rho swath for a few 
hours after mowing until It is well 
wilted, but not dry.
